Among tbo luruiera io 
tbat nelghborhoofl uuue is wore sub- 
stantial tbau one S. ll.Cilidowell. Ilia 
bouse, ail ordinary two-xiory log: and 
frame struct u I e, tvitb an "L," is lo- 
««tMtlaoneof the most picturesque 
tpota In tbe county. Tue country 
In tbia neigliborbood ii very billy— 
alinoKt iiiouutainoua — and liia larui 
lies battveen two of tbe liigbeiit and 
uiuat ruggcfl of tbeae bllla, nenlliug 
just under tbo foot of one, in a thick 
grove of forest I rcen. TIum c is nolli- 
ing uuciinny or l()rl;iilcliiit,' i" H'c »ur- 
roundings, but it seuiiis ilial u verit- 
able glioal lias taken up Ins (or her) 
abode tiierc, and pereiats in ruiiiaiii- 
iug, in spile of tliu deloriniiied cll'iiru 
made to iliscover and ditiloil^c liiiii.

Her friends, disooverluglliepiongbair 
she had out from her head and the 
clotliiii); she had lliiowiioir Iu her 
falli 'I' M liai n, fjave iiiinicdiale pur- 
anil. As they were driving iato the 
city they aaw walking along tbe side- 
walk, smoking a cigar, a young fol- 
low who had ihc saniu sort of face as 
the girl llioy were in |nirsuilof. They 
slopped aud accosted Iho young fel- 
low, and wera.lrealed tosuoh a show- 
er of epithets and such an exhibition 
of bravadu that thev admitted their 
mistake, aud apulo;;izeit for it. An 
hour later one of tho party found the 
aarae young fallow deathly aleit from 
smoking the cigar, lie cslled him 
by th.e girl's name, and fuiind thai 
afier all Ihe youn|{ ti'lhiw ivho had 
done such bard swearing waa the 
gil l they were looking for.

As 1 
sUiud a Utile aside IVuiu the, iiiaiii 
parly, wishing that 1 was in front 
with the army, a young lady came 
toward me, bowed with exaggerated 
stiffness,' and as she slraiglitened up 
went through the motion of obeying 
Iho qrdcr, "Eyes right." She olfo-ed 
me her liaiid and thanked me for 
sonielblug that she supposed that I< 
hsd done and walked away. She 
was pretty enough to bo iho liello oi 
the occasion, and I saw thai she took 
coiitiderable delight in my confusion 
-of mind, all of nh'ch I understood 
later wheal learned that she was 
my recruit with the lady-liko hanilti. 
Bho«nerward told me that she oared 
me a debt of gratitude for sleppiug 
In at the right time to break down 
her romantic notions.
